The State must provide reasonable incentives that
encourage the well-trained alumni of Nevada institutions to stay here and form the workforce
of the future. Further, | would strongly support public computing centers--like the ones
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created.in Lyon and Mineral .Counties by a grant | co-wrote while at Westem Nevada
Development District. Many people cannot afford internet access, and with many job
applications only being available online, public computing centers are a crucial resource for
the public.

2. | would work with the Nevada Association of Counties and other parties to craft a solution

to the issues with the administration of federal lands in Nevada. Too often federal agencies do
a poor job of consulting the public and allowing residents of affected communities, including
Washoe County, to determine their own future. Further, land that has been identified for
disposal should be disposed at whatever price the market will aliow. Long term solutions to
this issue must be inclusive and emphasize listening to residents of Nevada. Finally, we must
form a strong bipartisan, rural/urban, business/labor coalition to ensure the Greater Sage
Grouse is not listed as an endangered species. Even the threat of a listing can cripple good
development, cost Nevada jobs, and constrain local governments.

3. Nevada's property tax system should be streamlined so it is more predictable for local
governments. A cap on property tax decreases due to declines in assessed value would
enable local governments to budget within a predictable band. This would ensure that local
governments are not forced into sudden and severe budget cuts by dramatic declines in
assessed property values, as has happened in the recent past. .

4. We must improve our mental health system, but that does not mean simply throwing more
money at the problem and creating an even larger government bureaucracy. The mental
health system should be easier to navigate and less confusing. The system should be
designed so that people who know they need help are directed to treatment before severe
mental health crises occur.

5. We must work to solve the long-term infrastructure needs in Northern Nevada. Washoe
County has significant school maintenance needs, as well as a need for improved sewer
treatment. Yet with our economy still recovering and budgets still constrained, funding for
these priorities is scarce. If appointed to the legislature, | would work to ensure that Washoe
County and the City of Reno have the tools they need to access low interest, long-term
federal loans. This would minimize any impact these projects have on annual budgets.

Cover letter for State Legislative Seat

My name is Erik Holland. I am a working artist and an art teacher
at Rainshadow Charter High School. I have run for office several
times throughout my life, once for a state legislative seat in Alaska
and twice for mayor of Reno. I have also run for and secured seats
on the board of directors of the Washoe County School District
Classified Employees Association, the Sierra Club, and I served on
. Kitty Jung’s advisory board. The experience I have had serving on
the last three have helped me learn negotiating skills, and as Chair
of the Toiyabe Chapter of the Sierra Club, I learned how to chair
meetings and keep people together.

The main reasons I am seeking this position include my desire to
take advantage of a historic opportunity to reform Nevada’s tax
structure, to manage the growth that is coming in a sensible
manner, and to protect our unique environment. I believe I have
the skills to be an effective legislator in a minority party
environment.

As an art teacher at a Reno charter high school, I am of course
concerneéd about education funding, and believe it should be
improved. As the owner of a small business who has to pay sales
taxes that are effectively a seven percent tax on every painting I
sell, I am very interested in working with the governor, who has a
historic opportunity to fix Nevada’s outmoded tax structure.
And...Iwill also talk about the Bill of Rights.
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Every oath of office stresses defending the Constitution of the
United States. The Bill of Rights has taken a pounding in this
century, from the Patriot Act passed right after 9/11, to the
indefinite detention clauses within the NDAA signed by President
Obama on December 31%, 2011.

In 1215, a group of nobles gathered around King John at
Runnymead in England. They no longer wanted the monarch to be
able to decide their fate without a trial of their peers. Hence the
Magna Carta and habeas corpus was born. Almost 800 years later,
this inalienable human right has been compromised by the
National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA), which states the
President and the military can detain suspected terrorists without
trial. I cannot believe we as a nation and citizenry allow this
blatantly unconstitutional law to remain on the books! Therefore, I
would work to nullify the NDAA within Nevada. I realize this is
only symbolic.

Additionally, there are several state issues of import. I have
mentioned the opportunity to reform our state tax structure. I agree
any new taxes should be as broad based and as low as possible.
Education funding needs to be stabilized and increased. It would
be a priority for me to work on making Nevada’s tax system more
broad based and less regressive.

On environmental issues, I would advocate strong regulations for
hydraulic fracturing (fracking) that would truly mitigate negative
environmental effects such as air pollution and ground water
degradation. If science finds that there is no way to do fracking
without negative environmental effects, I would oppose it. We
need to work harder to utilize alternative energy, and to minimize
sprawl. There should be no parts of urban areas that are
inaccessible by public transit.

- On educational issues, we will need to train large numbers of
people for the avalanche of jobs that are cascading into the state.
We need to move away from a student loan model of higher
education toward education that is affordable to all. Not everyone
needs a bachelors or masters degree. Trade school programs of a
year are sufficient to train for many of the new jobs coming our
way. It is the responsibility of government to provide all of our
citizens with an equal shot at a quality education.

My actions as a citizen, and as a legislator, if selected, will be
guided by the following principles: Adherence to the Bill of
Rights, a hand up, not a hand out, reasonable protection for the
environment and the clear skies and water we treasure, and a
society in which everyone contributes their fair share. Thank you
for your consideration.

With this letter, I wish to apply for the Nevada Assembly, District 24. 1 have long been
interested in participating in the legislature and feel that [ have the background and
ability to be an effective representative of the District.

I have been a resident of District 24 for 36 years, since the late 70’s and early 80’s of
Assemblyman Paul Prengaman (R) and Todd Bedrosian (D), both of whom I knew well.
I have been a Democrat since about 1985, and was a Republican prior to that time. 1
been married for 42 years, and we raised three daughters all who were educated in the
Washoe County School District. | was born in farm country in Northeastern Montana,
but moved to southern California where [ went to high school, and graduated from UC
Santa Barbara (chemistry major) and then on to UC Davis (Ph.D. in agricultural
chemistry). Ihave been active in a variety of community affairs, including the PTA
when our children were in school, the Reno Charter Commission in the 1990's, and have
worked with the County and City of Reno staff on various issues related to public health
over the years. [ have also served on several national panels, from EPA competitive
grant review panels to National Academy of Science discussions on a variety of
environmental and public health topics. 1 have had international experience working on
mining industry supported committees, including the UNEP Cyanide Code Committee
and the project on “Mining, Minerals and Sustainable Development” between 2000 and
2002.

Since I arrived in Reno, I have been employed as a faculty member at UNR, in the
College of Agriculture, Biotechnology and Natural Resources in various departments as
the College has been reorganized. My duties have been divided between teaching,
research and public service. My teaching responsibilities have focused on courses in
environmental toxicology, measurement and fate of chemicals in the environment, and
several special topics courses on a variety of chemical and environmental issues of
importance to public health, agriculture and mining, Since about 1996, 1 have directed
the interdisciplinary graduate program in Environmental Sciences and Health for about
15 years, in two stints. 1 recently stepped down as director, which will become
effective on Dec. 31 of this year.

My research activity has covered a wide range of topics, from the measurement and
transformation of agricultural chemicals, to the development of a biological system to

treat contaminated mine water. The system we designed is still operating at the
Leviathan Mine in Alpine County, California, and I remain proud of that effective system.
We have also done major projects at Lake Tahoe, including examination of the impact of
two-cycle engine emissions on Lake Tahoe, as well as the effect of road runoff on
phosphorus release into Lake Tahoe. We are presently funded on a project by
Newmont Mining Corporation for reduction of conflict in mine projects, entitled
“Development of Good Neighbor Agreements”. We are also funded by the US
Department of Agriculture on a 4-year research grant to investigate biofuel production
from arid land plants native to Nevada.

From a business perspective, | have helped establish two environmental laboratories in
Reno. The first was Alpha Analytical, in 1986, and the second was Nevada
Environmental Laboratory in 1990, of which I was a co-owner. This business had over
45 employees in two states, and measured the concentration of a wide range of
chemicals in environmental systems (soil, water air, etc.) 1sold my portion of the
laboratory to my partner in 1998. Ialso took a leave of absence from UNR for a year in
2008-2009 to work at an agricultural chemicals company, Valent USA, which was a
subsidiary of Sumitomo Chemical, based in Japan. 1 was the manager of the
environmental chemistry group, which focused on how the Sumitomo agricultural
products were transported and transformed in the environment. Both of these
experiences sharpened my respect for business ventures, and the challenges facing
large and small companies. .

Nevada Legislative Experience

I have been interested and active in the Nevada Legislature for over 30 years. I have
walked precincts for all of the democratic candidates (and a couple of republicans, Paul
Prengaman and Jason Geddes), and gotten to know each of them quite well, and also
became familiar with District 24. :

[ was very active in the development of two important pieces of legislation in the past
25 years. The first was the Mining Reclamation Legislation, which was introduced by
Assemblywoman Vivian Freeman in 1989 based on a memorandum that I developed
with her. While this legislation was highly controversial at the time, the legislation,
which passed at the very end of the session, was the basis for the development of
mining reclamation regulations by the NDEP, which I still consider the best in the US.
Nevada's mining industry now accepts the regulations as necessary for public
acceptance of mining, and this set of regulations is now a model for regulations
throughout the world. The second legislation was the Nevada recycling legislation,
passed in 1991, and based on a draft thata UNR class of mine developed in 1990.
While this legislation was changed in several important aspects during the session, the
core aspect of the recycling draft that was introduced by Assemblywoman Freeman is
still evident in the current law. I also participated in legislative discussions during the
last session on the utilization of mining pitlakes in Nevada. Our state will have more
water in pit lakes than in all the man-made lakes completely within Nevada when the
pits fill. We argued that safe access to pit lakes is important for long term recreational
use, and should be required, particularly for public land access following completion of
mining and ultimate closure. Ihave also been at legislative hearings and testified
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during most of the sessions on various bills affecting higher education, public health or
the environment.

Finally, I have been chair of the Nevada Faculty Alliance (NFA), and chair of the NFA
PAC for several years. The NFA is an advocacy organization for faculty in the Nevada
System of Higher Education, and has worked closely with representatives of various
units of the NSHE (e.g. UNR, UNLV and the community colleges) for support of higher
education in Nevada. |have come to know many legislators and issues surrounding
being a legislator. ‘

I would be honored to be in the Assembly, and would take a leave of absence from the
University for a semester during the session. 1am 64 and plan on retiring from UNR in
about three years, which coincides with the end of the USDA grant for which | am the
principle investigator. The eight graduate students that I have in my research group are
all in an advanced state of their studies and can function well as a group with limited
direction from me for the semester that I would be gone.

While I have a great interest in being appointed to the Nevada Assembly from District
24, I realize that I have much to learn, but could contribute substantially to the
discussion in the legislature, particularly on education, public health and the
environment. I also realize that the budget is the most important work of the
legislature. Iwould look to Governor Sandoval for providing leadership on tax policy,
and will argue that the tax should be broad based, but not overly regressive. Increases
for all levels of education is critically important for moving Nevada forward. As we look
to the new initiatives of Tesla construction, drones, and further diversification of the
economy, each of these will require a well trained and educated work force that can
make these businesses successful and provide diverse and well-paying jobs for
Nevadans.

I appreciate your consideration of this application, and ask for your support. 1will
represent District 24 fully, and am looking forward to working with the Washoe County
Commission, the School District and the cities of Reno and Sparks.

Dear Commissioners,

Winston Churchill said that there comes a special moment in everyone’s life, “a mission for
which he is uniquely qualified.” I had thought this moment might come for me in the 2016
election cycle. Instead, it comes now. In that spirit, please consider my unique qualifications to
represent the citizens of Nevada's Assembly District 24.

I'am a moderate Democrat strongly supportive of funding and reforming education, advancing
green energy and the jobs it can create and dedicated to the proposition that Nevada must
finally undertake common sense tax reform that will result in a fair, stable and transparent
revenue system suited to our 21st century needs and economy. After decades of well-
intentioned studies, Nevada’s tax structure is now a patchwork of taxes, fees, exemptions and
exceptions that no longer effectively serves the needs of our taxpayers or the institutions of
government. I am also concerned about the relationship between the state government and
municipalities in allocating the responsibilities to fund and deliver essential services. I oppose
wasteful spending but believe, as decades of studies conducted on Nevada's tax structure have
confirmed, that our piecemeal approach to taxation must be addressed responsibly. I
understand that Governor Sandoval intends to propose common sense tax reforms to the next
Legislature, and he will need reasonable allies from the moderate center of Nevada’s ideological
divide to succeed in that effort, '

As you may know, the skills gap in Nevada's education system threatens our future: an
estimated 58 percent of jobs in Nevada by the year 2020 will require a career certificate or higher
degree while currently only 28 percent of Nevadans meet that qualification. Shifting our
economy and economic development strategies toward high tech industries and jobs is
essential, but where will our future workers come from when only 36.7 percent of Nevada’s
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eighth graders are proficient in math? Funding our K-12 and higher education system as an
essential investment for Nevada's future by way of a predictable, fair and transparent tax
system that does not unfairly target any single employer or industry is necessary. Do we want
Tesla and other companies to import workers from outside the Silver State, or are we dedicated
to the proposition that qualified Nevadans fill these new jobs?

Iam a proud graduate of three Washoe County schools: Anderson Elementary, Swope Middle
and Reno High School. T know that our school system has been in the past and must be in the
future capable of educating all students and producing the best and the brightest. We cannot,
however, merely hope that it is so and continue to limp along with an unstable tax structure
that injects uncertainty into every budget in each biennium. As student body president of Reno
High School, I touted the fact that Vice President George H. W. Bush recognized RHS as a top
ten public institution during an appearance at our school. Unfortunately, despite exceptional
ongoing efforts in'our schools and outstanding public charter institutions like the Davidson
Academy (which my daughter attends), Nevada remains at the bottom of nearly every
meaningful list regarding education. Our current standing should be unacceptable to all
responsible Nevadans regardless of party affiliation. I know we can do better. Much of the work
that must be done to achieve meaningful results will take place in the Assembly and therefore I
would ask that I be given the opportunity to serve our community as a member of this body.

I believe that Nevada can make real progress by integrating green energy efforts into our non-
profit and public housing sectors without onerous government regulations, complementing
these projects with forward looking industrial and technology development.

As a community college professor who has tackled policy issues throughout my c~reer, I
understand the complex relationships that exist between Nevada’s K-12 and higher education
system. I gained de facto legislative experience in the last session as the Nevada System of
Higher Education sought to fundamentally rework its funding formula. In my role as faculty
senate chair and later as the so-called chair of chairs (meaning that I represented the interests of
faculty statewide), I was involved in this legislation from conception to enactment and feel good
about my positive contribution to this collaborative effort.

My first job after graduating from the University of Virginia was an appointment to the Capitol
Hill staff of US Senator Richard Bryan, an accomplished legislator at both the state and federal
level, as well as a former Governor. He took the time to introduce me to public service. He also
illustrated to me the benefits of collaboration, negotiation and compromise. These l2ssons were
valuable as I contributed to the SB 374 ad hoc committee to address higher education funding.
In my view, the legislative process shares a common principle with academic policy
development: never let the perfect become enemy of the good. I kept this notion in mind while
serving as a voting member of the Performance Pool Task Force subcommittee alongside

legislators and gubernatorial appointees as we developed the new outcomes-based funding
formula.
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The 21st century has been unkind to our nation’s great tradition of public educatioa. Even
though we in Nevada face an enormous skills gap, especially among our disadvantaged
populations, the fact is that public support for education and other public institutions has been
uncertain at times. A comprehensive assessment based on facts should allow for rational
decisions and positive outcomes for our students. I will advance those ideas that recognize the
realities of changing circumstances.

NSHE Chancellor Dan Klaich and TMCC President Dr. Maria Sheehan endorse my application
for the Assembly 24 seat and I believe I can garner a broad coalition of supporters from my
district where I have lived for many years. I wanted to mention these two in particular to
illustrate how those who have worked with me on complex issues trust my judgment. It is such
trust that allows me to currently serve as a member of the state higher education retirement
system advisory committee with fiduciary responsibility and investment oversight of a multi-
billion dollar system.

I'have taken the initiative to study the “New Legislator Orientation” as posted on the Nevada
Legislature’s web site. It is critical that the hectic pace of Nevada'’s biennial process not
intimidate the new District 24 representative. I understand the limitations of a freshman
legislator replacing a term-limited veteran. However, I also understand the committee process
where it is possible to make positive contributions by soliciting expert testimony and offering
amendments.

I am a proud father of a daughter, 14. I am 45 years old. We are members of Reno’s Good
Shepherd Lutheran Church. I study two forms of martial arts and play in an outdoor soccer
league. Ilove music, literature, history and Nevada's endless recreational opportunities. I
purchased my home in Reno’s Old Northwest in District 24 in late 2001 (although it was then
District 25, as I recall).

In conclusion, I commend your efforts to fill this vacancy in unusual circumstances and at a
critical time for the future of our community and our state. Education, green energy and
common sense tax reform are my specific areas of focus, but I realize that unexpected issues will
also demand attention. I am a moderate Democrat who is committed to working with the
Governor and all legislators in the interest of the common good. I look forward to the
opportunity to represent my fellow citizens of Assembly District 24. I believe that my
experience demonstrates my qualifications to serve the needs of my District, our community
and the State of Nevada. If selected, I will be truly honored to serve.
